his efforts. 

THE FAIR, during the’ 
years, has come along asa 
community event that 
certainly Porterville 
should be proud of. It has 
expanded insize and quality 
and maybe there is justa 
small vote of thanks due 
here also to those who have 
made this possible. 

SO JUST for old times 
sake, and as a parting 
gesture, we suggest that 
Nap again be brought into 
the livestock ring at the 
1967 Porterville fair, and 
maybe, just as he won a 
ribbon when he came to 
Porterville, he might win 
another champion’s ribbon 
for what he has ac- 
complished in and for this 
community since that first 

fair in 1948. 
THEN, WHO knows? We 
might start another 20- 
year cycle with Nap as a 
director of the fair.
